Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film poster 
entitled: 

Strap-On Sally Volume #5 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video poster is dominated by large photographic images in which breast nudity is the most 
prominent element. A number of subsidiary photographs portray explicit sexual images. The 
majority feature women wearing strap-on dildos, or posed with upthrust buttocks while other 
women use dildos to simulate intercourse. The intensity of the focus on body parts, and the 
aggressiveness of the depictions of dildos and dildo use is considered to be extremely degrading. 

Given the matters discussed above, the Classification Office considers that the general availability 
of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. Therefore the Classification Office 
refuses to approve the video slick in accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a).
